EMPEROR MENETKE ASSERTS HIS ABSOLUTE 
AUTHORITY AND INDEPENDENCE. 
Lovpox, Oct. 14,—Advices from Massowah 
state that the Emperor Menetke, of Abyssin- 
ia, bas issued a proclamation to his subjects 
re pudiating the claims of any foreign power 
to a protectorate over Abyssinia, and assert- 
ing his absolute authority and independence. 
The attempted Italian protectorate appears 
to have no existence whatever in that 
country.

WasnInGTon, D. C., Oct. 14.—It is said at 
the State Department that the report from 
Shanghal that the foreign ministers have 


broken off negotiations with the 
Chinese Government cannot be true 
80 far as the representative 
of this Government is concerned, 


for the reason that no instructions of that 
kind have been Issued by the President and 
the Acting Minister would hardly presume to 
take such an important step in the absence of 
positive instructions. 


ADVICES FROM CHINA. 

Lorpow, Oct. 14.—A dispatch from Shang- 
haitothe Times says that the foreign minis 
tersin China have broken off negotiations 
with the Government, and have announced 
to China that now their own Governments 
must act.

A DISAPPOINTED INVENTOR.

PLACED IN JAIL. 


The Mystery of the Washington (Ind.) 
Court-House Fire Solved. 


COUNTY AUDITOR LAVELLE AND THREE 
OF HIS ACCOMPLICES ARRESTED. 


Lavelle Supposed to Be Short in His Ao- 
counts— Two of the Prisoners Plead 
Guilty in Court—A Missing Man Found 
Buried—The Criminal Oalendar. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 14.—A special to 
the News from Washington, Ind., says: This 
city has witnessed the most exciting scenes 
in its history this morning and to-day. De- 
tectives have been at work for a week on the 
Court-house fire and up to this 
hour have arrested four persons 
supposed to be connected with the 
fre. Samuel Harbine, a day laborer living 
here, was arrested last night charged with 
complicity in the burning of the records. 
After being arrested Harbine confessed the 
crime and implicated several prominent 
people in it, and as a result Auditor James 8. 
Lavelle and A. D. Hawes, a prominent citi- 
zen of Steele Township, were arrested this 
morning and placed in jail, also 
a man by the name of Basil Ledgerwood. The 
officers are now out after Michael Lavelle, a 
brother of the Auditor. Harbine’s story is 
that Lavelle hired him to burn the Court- 
house for $500, only $ of which has been paid. 
It is reported. that Ledgerwood is also 
anxious to turn State’s evidence. 
He claims to have been given a 
house and lot for his part in the 
crime. Auditor Lavelle’s bondsmen becom- 
ing frightened atthe turn affairs were tak- 
ing, requested him to turn all his property 
over to them yesterday. Lavelle has been 
Auditor of the county for eight years and 
the factthat people had confidence in him 
makes his arrest and accusation 
in connection with the Court house fire the 
sensation of the hour. From present cir- 
cumstances it is supposed he is short in his 
accounts, Dut no one knows the amount. 
Experts are now at work on his books. 

Hawes lives ona farm of 500 acres, owned 


by his wife, and is in good circum- 
stances. He is a desperate character, 
and was brought in this morning 


at the muzzle ofa Winchester. The city is 
full of people already, from the country, and 
business is practically suspended. The four 
parties in jail were t&ken before Judge 
Hefron this morning. They waived a pre- 
liminary trial and Lavelle’sand Hawes’ bond 
were fixed at 886, each, and Harbine’s and 
Ledgerwood's at $2,000 each. They are still 
in jall, not having given bond. 

LATER—A special to the News at 1 o'clock 
says that Ledgerwood and Harbine have 
pleaded guilty in court. Sentence has been 
suspended by Judge Hefron, as they will be 
used as witnesses. 


THE SNELL TRAGEDY. 


MR. A.J. STONE DOUBTS THE STORY TOLD IN 
BALTIMORE. 


CnicaGo, III., Oct. 14.—A. J. Stone, son- in- 
law ofthe murdered millionaire, A. J. Snell, 
has this to say in regard to the story from 
Baltimore, to the effect that her late husband 


was concerned in the murder and that W. II. 
Tascott , the sup ed murderer, was stran- 
gied to death by his pais: This is the first 
time, he said, that the name of Al Ord- 
way has been mentioned in connection with 
the case. I knew him quite well and was 
surprised when I learned of his death. I 
used to have my clothes made at his father’s 
shop on Madison street, and the worst thing 
lever heard of him was that he was addicted 
to drink. Perhaps if I knew something of 
the woman’s character and reputation for 
veracity I might consider the matter. But as 
the story now stands, unsubstantiated, I 
would say itis false and without founda- 
tion. 

Mr. Ira J, Ordway, father of Albert K., said | 
that his son married a Mrs. Beekman. Soon 
after the marriage they went to Baltimore. 
He refused to say anything about the death 
of his son further than it occurred in Balti- 
more. None of the family went there to at- 
tend the funeral. 


FOUND BURIED. 


THE BODY OF J. W. WHALEN, WHO DISAP- 


PEARED AUG. 29. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Oct. 14.—The body of 
J. W. Whalen, Who has been missing since 
Aug. , and for whose disappearance Will- 
lam Coy, with whom Whalen lived, was held 
responsible and was arrested on suspicion of 
having murdered him, was found buried on 
the mountain side last night close by a 
shanty. The boay was cut into pieces and an 
examination showed that the skull had been 
crushed and that a gash had been cut in the 
throat. A dog was the means of finding the 
body. He belonged to one of the searchers, 
who had been hunting in the woods for the 
body for some time t. Ina thick growth 
of young maples and beeches on the moun- 
tain side, sixty rods south of Coy’s house, 
the dog be scratching the ground. This 
attra attention andthe searchers began 
to dig at the spot. About two feet below the 
surface the femains were found. The body 
lay on its back andthe severed legs were on 
top ofthe trunk. Whalen was known to be 
intimate with Mrs. Coy, and this was the 

roba bie cause ofthe murder. Coy is about 
15 years old, and from the time of Whalen’s 
death or disappearance until his arrest,

Mr. Spooner’s health has been poor during 
the past year, and he has also been greatly 
afmfiicted by grief atthe recent death of his 
wife. Henry Sandford, whose investigations 
resulted in the discomfiture of Hoey and 
Sspooner, lives within a stone’s throw from 
the latter’s house. For years the men have 
not spoken to each other, and it has been 
common talk here that Hoey and Spooner 
were chiefly responsible for keeping Sandford 
out of the President's chair ot the Adams 
Express Co. years ago. 


SANDFORD IN CHARGE. 

New Tom, Oct. 16.—Fresident Sandford of 
the Adams Express Co., who was yesterday 
elected to succeed Mr. Hoey, took formal 
possesston of the affairs of the company this 
morning.

ISSURD WORTHLESS CHECKS.

A Popular Army Officer Under Arrest on 
a Serious Charge. 


New York, Oct. 14.—Maj. Charles B. 
Throckmorton, United States Commandant 
at Ft. Schuyler, was placed under arrest 
yesterday morning and relieved of his com- 
mand pending investigation of charges of 
issuing worthless checks and duplicating his 
pay vouchers. The order of arrest was issued 
by Maj.-Gen. Howard, acting under instruc- 
tions from Washington. The charges have 
been preferred by Inspector-General Hughes 
and Paymaster-in-Chief Smith of the De- 
partment of the East. In accordance with 
Gen. Howard’s order Maj. Calef assumed 
command of the post. Maj. Throckmorton 
will remain under arrest until Gen. Scho- 
field has madean injury and decided whether 
there will be a court martial.

THE URUGUAY REVOLT. 

New Tonk, Oct. 14.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes a special cable dispatch from Monte- 
video which says that Offty-three of the 
revolutionists were shot and killed and as 
many more wounded in the recent uprising. 
The number of those participating in the up- 
rising was about 600 men. 

There seems not to be the slightest doubt 
that the intention of the Junta wasto assas- 
sinate President Obes.

Fortunately for Obes the Chief of Police 
discovered the murderous plot and warned 
the President in time toaliow him to adopt 
measures to protect himself from surprise.

The troops have all been ordered out to pre- 
serve peace, Owingtothe timely discovery 
of the conspiracy,the officers who are faithful 
tothe President have rallied in force around 
him, while the discomfited opposition party 
have been forced to flee into the country, 
where they have succeeded in organizing 
different bands of guerillas. 

The police have started in pursuit of the 
outlaws and will show them very little mercy 
if they are overtaken and offer any resistance 
when called upon to surrender. It is said that 
the largest band is near the town of Florida. 
The revolutionary movement is clearly a fall - 
ure. Senors Aguirre, Berro, Martin and 
Perez, who played a prominent part init, are 
prisoners. 

The Government supporters declare that 
the Catholic clergy are largely responsible 
for the revolt and that they urged the Junta 
on its outbreak.

Nodoubt all having the least 
interest in the matter are aware that it arose 
out of the tentative surrender to Chili by 
Peru of the nitrate regions as a war indem- 
nity, Mr. Dreyfus having previousiy obtained 
a concession for the working of the same. In 
compensation for the sacrifice of his interests 
thus made he claims several millions of dol- 
lars from Peru. The contention of the Drey- 

tus claim, and which is backed by the French 
government, but protested against by the 
governments of Great Britain and the United 
States, is that Chili should pay over the ten 
millions to him as compensation for the 
losses sustained through the transfer of the 
territory to Chill, 

Of course the principal interest for Ameri- 
cans in this matter centers in the question 
of the effect that the recognition of the 
Dreyfus claim will have upon the interests 
of the Peruvian corporation as secured by

UNVEILED TO-DAY. 


A Monument to Red Jacket, the Famous 
Indian Ohiet. 

WATERLOO, N. V., Oct. 14.—At 2 o’clock this 
afternoon at Canoga, six miles from here, on 
the shores of Seneca Lake, on the spot where 
Red Jacket, chief of the Six Nations of Iro- 


quois, was born, was unveiled the 
granite monument to his memory 
erected by the Waterloo Library 
and Historical Society. A delegation 


of Indians from the 3,700 Canadian survivors 


of the Six Nations, arrived last evening. 
These included John Buck,a chief of the 
Onondagas, anda numberof Cayuga chiefs. 
Delegations from other tribes camein this 
—— Hon. W. C. Bryant of Buffalo de- 
livered the oration. The design of the monu- 
ment is most unique and is said tobe after 
ideas 88 by Gen. Eli Parker, the fa- 
mous Indian member of Gen. Grant's staff. 
Red Jacket in his speech frequently compared 
himself toa blasted hemlock tree. The monu- 
ment represents the trunk of a tree from which 
the limbs have been lopped off. It stands on 
a pédestal containing inscribed tablets, and 
is surrounded by six huge boulders typifying 
the Six Nations. On this spot Red Jacket was 
born in January, 1730, his real name being 
Sa-Go-Ge-Wa-Tha, the meaning, lle kee 
them awake. His Red Jacket“ title ca 
from his dress. His eminence as the suc- 
cessor of Chief Brant in the Six Nations, his 
services tothe Crown in the Revolution and 
to the United States in 1812 are all recorded in 
the early history of this region. Red Jacket’s 
remains lie in Forest Lawn Cemetery, and 
within a few weeks a monument will be 
erected over his grave there. 


BLOCKADED FLEETS. 


The Sinking of a Barge Causes Great 


Delay at Sault St. Marie. 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Oct. 14.—The 
blockade continues.

The woman who made the statement to Dan- 
aber is Known to the police and is known 
positively to have visited at the jail one of 
the prisoners who escaped by the success of 
the jail delivery conspiracy. Shortly before 
the escape this woman ceased visiting the 
prisoner in question, and there is evidence 
that she wont dack on the outside parties 
plotting the escape after havin learned 
their secrets. . 

Her story to Danaher on Sept. 24 was to the 
effect that a jail delivery plot had been con- 
cocted and was then about to be put in exe- 
cution.

The pillow would contain a bottle 
of murtatic acid, which has been known to be 
effectual sometimes in softening iron bars 
that were to be sawed through.

| A FURIOUS GALE. 


— 


Vast Damage at Seaside Towns in 
England and Ireland. 


TRAFFIC BY RAILROAD OR WATER 
BROUGHT TO A STANDSTILL. 


Channel Passenger Boats Unable to Cross 
— Two Trains Stranded by Waves 
People Driven From Their Houses— 
Dwellings and Boats Washed Out to 
Sea at Rockaway Beach. 


Loypos, Oct. 14.—The furious gale which 
has been raging all over England, Ireland 
and the south of Scotland for over twenty- 
four hours, and which has already caused a 
vast amount of damage about the seaside 
towns, and which has wrecked a large num- 
ber of vessels, continues to-day in all its 
intensity. In the cities and large towns 
chimneys and tiles were carried everywhere 
from the roofs of private Gwellings: out 
houses of wood crashed down as it bunt of 
cards; pedestrianism was, during the height 
of the storm, utterly impossible and the 
traffic by railroad or water was almost 
broughtto a complete standstill. At Folke- 
stone, one of the great landing places 
for the trans-channel steamers, 
throughout the night the sea 
swept the great pier with immense waves, 
carrying away all the lighter portions of the 
structure and threatening to wrench away 
its Most powerful supports. The light-house 
at its extremity was deluged by the angry 
waters, and it was feared that it might de 
swept from its foundations. The channel 
passenger boats were unable tocross last 
night, and to those who Knowthe weather 
there vessels venture out in, this gives some 
idea of the severity of the storm which pre- 
valled. 

To-day the storm is raging very heavily 
and is doing much damage? At Helensburg, 
a watering place on the Firth of Clyde, the 
fisting and other boats, washed high and dry 
upon the beach upon the first approach of the 
gale, were carried along by the 
furious waves which poured in- 
to the streets, flooding the 
houses and drivingthe inmates from their 
homes, many escaping through the windows, 
so littie warning was given of the inundation. 
Two passenger trains running between Gias 
gow and Helensburg were brought to a 
standstill to the Intense alarm of the passen- 
gers, by the waves, which washed over and 
threatened to demolish the tracks. The fires 
of the locomotives were extinguished, thus 
completely stranding the trains and Placing 
the lives of the passengers in peril. Escape 
from the cars was impossible, and an at 
tempts made up to the present to reach the 
travelers have failed. From all sections 
come reports of damage done and lives en- 
dangered.

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DANGEROUS LYING. 

An amazing piece of audacity appears 
in the New York Tribune, the organic 
high priest of the protection god. This 
paper, like most others which are devoted 
to the American idea, takes it for 
granted that its readers are fools, an as- 
sumption which, it must be admitted, is 
well grounded as to many of them. The 
farmers,’’ it says, have better prices 
this year. But why? One reason is that 
the home demand for all farm products 
has increased because more laborers are 
employed on this side instead of in Europe. 
Here they consume American food; there 
they consumed largely the products of for- 
eign farms.’’ This remarkable statement 
is followed by an enumeration of impor- 
tant establishmente which have come to 
thiscountry to reap the benefit of our 
tariff policy. 

That the price of farm products could be 
raised appreciably by the immigration of 
the foreign workers who have come over 
within the past few months is an assertion 
false on its face. To address such a state- 
ment to rational beings is to insult them. 

But it is a bold one to make. Working- 
men who have learned by bitter experience 
what makes the rate of wages will not join 
the Tribune in its effusive welcome of 
these imported laborers. And the farmers 
who read of the enormous foreign de- 
mand for our agricultual products will 
not be deceived by the impudent 
boasting about the merits of the 
newly-created home market. Every 
laborer brought to this country is an addi- 
tion to the already overstocked labor mar- 
ketand the ‘‘protected American work- 
ingman, who bas been dispossessed by 
the immigrant, knows that he is being 
tricked. The absurd pretense that prices 
of farm products have been raised by the 
importation of these newcomers will de- 
ceive no one of intelligence. They have 
been numerous enough to depress the 
price of labor, but not to increase the price 
of food. 

The reduction of wages which has been 
going on ever since Mr. MoKINLEyY’s fool- 
ish law went into effect is a sufficient 
answer to the wages argument for pretec- 
tion, and the home market dodge is too 
transparent even to call fora set refuta- 
tion. The persistence with which those 
two sophisms are worked by men who 
cannot but smile as they utter them proves 
that political lying in this country is not 
yeta fine art. A lie should at least have 
the mask of truth if it is to do the work for 
which it is concocted

FURTHER EVIDENCE OF CROOKEDNESS 
IN THE ORDERING OF REPAIRS. 


A Statement of the Repairs Made on the 
Schools Befcre Cudmore Came Into a 
Position Where He Could Look Out for 
His Brother’s Interest—Director Brady 
Makes Charges Against O’Connor—The 
Board Sued. 


The question has been asked by many who 
have been following the Post-DISPATCH ex- 
pose of crooked work in the School Board: 
**‘Why devote so much attention to the Cua- 
more case? That has been made clear 
enough. 

It does not seem to occur to those putting 
this question that in showing how Oudmore 
was enabled. to get his outrageous Dills 
through the board an indictment against all 
the members who accorded him their cordial 
Support in so doing is being presented. 

In the case of the Cudmore brothers nota 
Single dollar bas wrongfully been diverted 
from the school treasury without the active 
or passive connivance of every member of 
the School Board. To begin with, under the 
rules, Cudmore could not have drawn the 
first dollar of any one of his bills aggregating 
$37,949.99 in the last four years without the 
vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers, as in 99 percent of the bills the $100 
limit was passed and all bills over 8100 are 
directed by the rules to be advertised for 
the lowest bidder. There are twenty-one 
members of the School Board and seven 
honest men could have prevented these 
steals; but at no time within the past four 
years has one man voted against this. The 
Posr-Disrarcen charges that no single in 
stance can de found in the printed minutes of 
the School Board, from Dec. 13,1887, to Sept.s, 
last, when a single member ofthe board ob- 
jected to or voted against any bill or bills of 
the Cudmore Brothers. This is a sweeping 
assertion. There are a few men in the board 
who are concededto be above theft. But 
there is not one among them who has 
even had the backbone to stop open, palpa- 
ble theft. On the contrary the worse than 
ridiculous spectacle has Deen offered of every 
man of the 21 voting, meeting after meeting, 
not only to pay Reformer Cudmore’s brother 
enormous Dilis, megallx and iniquitousiy 
contracted, but alsoto suspend the rule and 
pay the money at once, instead of permitting 
the matter to go over under the rule. 

BAD METHODS. 

Before continuing it may be well to point 
outthe extraordinary methods of business 
adopted by this board. This body is the only 
known legisiative and disbursing body in the 
country that prints no proceedings save fin- 
ished dusmess. In all other bodies govern- 
ing pubiic institutions, such as Legislatures, 
City Councils and School Boards, measures 
and resolutions must be introduced at one 
meeting, be printed and go toa second and 
third reading. In any other city within the 
area of the United States the habitual instan- 
tanecus failroadings of legislation through 
the body would call up such a howl 
as would speedily bring about a change. The 
supineness of public sentiment in St. Louis 
is inexplicable, save on the hypothesis that 
all spirit has been crushed out of the citi. 
zens. In all ames the education of the young 
has been held to be a sacred trust. It has 
been reserved for St. Louis to discover that 
pecuiation and plunder ts the first aim of the 
school trustee. Such methods as are em- 
ployed by the St. Louis School Board ren- 
dered possibile the scheme by which President 
Miller was enabled to sell the Polytechnic 
bullding, betwixt dark and daylight, with- 
out the knowledge of the majority ofthe 
members for a quarter ofa million dollars 
less than its value, and for fully that amount 
less than it would have brought under the 
hammer after twenty-four hours’ advertis- 


ing. 

The ridiculous claim that Cudmore was 
given $19,000 worth of carpentry work upon 
the school bulldings during the summer va 
cation because there was no time to adver- 
tise bids and get the authority of the board, 
is disproved by the record. If the reader 
will read carefully the next few lines he will 
experience a revelation that willl forever set 
at rest any doubts he may have of the’ dis- 
honesty of those $19, bills. During the 
month of May, 1899,a survey of the school 
buildings was made and all necessary repairs 
ordered. Cudmore was not then a member 
of the Building Committee, and moreover 
had just passed through a disagreeable in- 
vestigation that reduced the family bills dur- 
ing May to $61.18 and during July to 8. Dur- 
ing all of that August he did not get a cent’s 
worth of work fromthe board, Dut did get 
his nephew, a mere boy, employed as a car 
1K and thus the familly drew $388.50 that 
month. 

Having no pull“ just at that time, and 
being under investigation, moreover, not 
having yet got into tke Bullding Com- 
mittee there was no rea- 
son why carpentry work should not 
advertised and it was. In July the board 
advertised for bids for the whitening, paint-

INTERVIEW WITH THE FATHER OF THE 
HEIR APPARENT. 


The Latter Now in .England, Incognito, at 
School—General Desire of the People 
to Remain Free and Independent— 
Friendly YFeelings for the United 
States. 


New Yorx, Oct. 14.—The father of the heir 
apparent of the Sandwich Islands is at the 
Windsor Hotel. His name is Archibald Scott 
Cleghorn, and he is a Minister of the present 


morrow and she will also be Queen of the 
Sandwich Islands on the death of her aunt, 
the present Queen Liliuokalani. The future 
Queen, who isa bea&tiful and high-spirited 
girl, is now in England, incognito, at school, 
and will make an extended visit to this 
country on her way back to rule her distant 
. little kingdom out in the Pacific Ocean. Her 
father arrived from England on the Umbria 
day before yesterday, where he had been on 
a visit to the future Queen. He bears letters 
to Secretary of State Blaine, and other high 
Government officials and will go to Washing- 
ton to-morrow. 

Minister Cleghorn’s life story is a remark- 
able one. Born in Scotland he left his native 
landatthe age of four years, but the char- 
acter and spirit of the true Scotch is stamped 
upon his face and shines from his eyes to the 
present day, notwithstanding his forty years 
of life on the tropical islands 2,000 miles west 
of San Francisco, where his present position 
is such an important one. 

Archibald Scott Cleghorn, the naturalized 
citizen jof the Hawaiian Kingdom, married 
the present Queen’s sister. The result of the 
marriage wasone child. The present Queen’s 
sister and wife of Minister Cleghorn, who 
would herself have succeeded to the throne, 
died four years ago. Asthe Queen has no 
children the throne at her death descends to 
her next of kin, andthat is Minister Cleg- 
horn’s daughter. Victoria Katulani. 

Minister Cleghorn, from his office and long 
citizenship in Hawali, is peculiarly fitted to 
talk on the present relations of Hawali to 
the outside world and to the United States in 
particular and did so lastnight. First he 
asked to be informed concerning the recent 
statements madein this country about the 
Qveen’s illness and about the alleged scheme 
of England to get control of the islands. 
Then he ald: Those stories are all entirely 
without foundation. In the first place the 
Queen is in much better health now than she 
has been. Asa proof of that I will read you 
some letters. He then read several letters 
from the Queen’s Chamberlain and others 
dated Sept. 24, and 26,telling of the Queen's 
movements, her dally horseback rides, her 
improving health and her change of rest 
Gence from the palace, which is lonely since 
the King's death, to Washington Terrace, her 
former home. 

The Queen is but 89 years old, continued 
Mr. Cleghorn. ‘‘Astostories about annexa- 
tion, I can say, first, that it is the desire of 
our people, except of a very small number 
indeed who favor annexation to the United 
States, that we shall remain a free and inde- 
pendent country. I will say further, how- 
ever, that should it ever become necessary to 
change our fag~—which God forbid—we would 
rather see in its place the flag of the United 
States than that of any other country. The 
United States is our nearest and best neigh- 
bor. The United States has greater interest 
in the Kingdom than any other country. 
After it comes England, then Germany, while 
France has almost nothing. Ican say pos! 
tively that no communications have passed 
between my country and England concerning 
an annexation or concerning any new rela- 
tion with England. 

de United States should not desire us. 11 
Delieve that neither Secretary Blaine nor any 
high officials of this country desires to annex 
us. It would do you more harm than good. 
Why? Because the frst thing necessary 
would be the expenditure of an immense 
sum for fortifications. You could not afford 
to have an untortmed possession so far 
away. The real solution of the relations be- 
tween the United States and Hawall is the 
maintenance of our independence, but at the 
same time the cultivation of the closest and 
most cordial and intimate business relations 
wit! this country, which is and always has 
deen our friend.

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M’CANN INDICTED. 


Gorham’s Slayer Held for Murder in 
the First Degree. 


ASSISTANT PROSECUTING ATTORNEY 
ESTE?P’s DECISION REVERSED. 


A Bench Warrant Was Issued for McCann 
Immediately, and He Is Now Locked 
Up in the Jail—Indictments Against 
Two Other Murderers—The Body Iden- 
tified—Police News. 


James McCann, the murderer of Hugh Gor- 
ham, was indicted for murder in the first de- 
gree by the October Grand- jury in session at 
the Four Courts. McCann’s case of 
murder in the second degree 
came up in the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning and the defendant with his 
attorney, Marshal McDonald, appeared in 
court promptly to answer the charge.

Mr. McDonald had 
informed Mr. Kickham that McCann would 
remain about the Court-house until 
his case was called and would give himself 
up if the Grand-jury returned an indictment 
against him. Charles P. Johnson, represent- 
ing the State in the prosecution of the case, 
when informed of the Grand-jury’s 
action entered a nolle pros in the case 
of murder in the second degree 
on the docket of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. Mr. Kickham then formally ar- 
rested McCann and gave him into the care of 
Jallor Kraemer. The action of the Grand- 
jury is construed to mean that the members 
of that body were convinced that 
McCann went gunning for Gorham when 
he shot and killed him in Jim 
Cronin’s saloon on Market street two weeks 
ago. He was told Gorham wasin Cronin’s 
saioon drinking, having been released on 
bond from the Four Courts, where he was 
confined on a charge of assault to kill. This 
showed the murder to be premeditated, and 
premeditation must be proven before a 
murderer can be charged with murder in the 
first degree. It was the fact which was not 
told at the Coroner’s inquest and owing to 
the absence of any such statement in the 
testimony of the witnesses, Mr. Estep issued 
the warrant for murder in the second degree.

Capt. J. S. Dunham Favors a Scheme to 
Dam Niagara. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 14.—To dam Niagara has 
long been considered one of the things which 
human skill could not accomplish. Yet such 
is the means which Capt. J. 8.

THE SECRET OF HER LIFE 


Told by Katherine Kelley, the Hermit of 
Lincoln, Mass. 
LINCOLN, Mass., Oct. 14.—Katherine Kelley, 
Lincoln’s hermit, is dying, and yesterday she 
told the secret of her life. She was born in 
New Orleans in 1829, and in the years before 
the war she was the belle of the city. Her 
father’s name was Samuel T. Gibbons. At 
the age of 18 she met a young man named 
Hiram Kelley, and clandestinely married 
him. The couple went to New York. Hiram 
was unfortunate in business ventures, and 
went tosea. The ship was wrecked and all 


but Hiram and one other loss. Among the 
wreckage that drifted ashore was a large box 
of gold. This they saved, and in 1866 reached 
New York again. At the beginning of the war 
Kelley enlisted and sailed under Admiral 
Farragut. He was killed at the bombard- 
ment of New Orleans. His wife returned to 
her native city after the war, but found her 
family almost entirely blotted out of exist- 
ence. She then returned North, came to 
this town and has since led a hermit’s life. 
She has requested that the trunk and 
its contents be sent to her brother, Samuel 
T. Gibbons, Jr., in New Orleans. Because of 
her miserly habits, it is believed the trunk 
contains a goodly share of the $128,000 which 
she claims she possessed atthe close of the 
war.
